Iu the second 
ballot Victor Hugo was successful,and in 
the third Mon. Peyrat, the irreconcila- 
ble radical, was elected. ; 

Paris, January 31.— Estimates clected 
to the senate: 35 Bonapartists, 35 legiti- 
mists, 100 republican. The most impor- 
tant feature isthe triumph of the mod- 
erate republicans in Paris, the defeat of 
the Bonapartists, and the failure of Buf- 
fet to secure a seat. Thiers almost unan- 
imously returned from Pelfort. 

Paris, January 31.—The Journal des 
Debats classifies the senators elected on 
yesterday as follows: Conservative re- 
publicans 109, radicals 10, moaarchists 
70, Bonapartists 41. 

The Seicle gives the following: Ke- 
publicans 101, legitimists 38, LBonapart- 
ists 45.

Ingersoll is especially pop- 
ular, and will surely be re-elected in case 
he is renominated. The republicans are 
experiencivg great difliculty in finding a 
candidate to lead their forlorn hope. 
The names of a score of possible candi- 
dutes have been suggested, but no one 
seems to want the doubtful honor. 

The legislature to be chosen in April 
will have a United States senator to 
electto fill cut Mr. Ferry’s unexd 
term. Gov. Erglishis: now occupying 
the seat.

Eprroxs CONSTITUTION:—Permit me 
to say, through the columns of your 
paper, what 1 intended to have said on 


mitted, in favor of the convention: 

Mr. SpEAKER--I am here to day to 
represent all classes as to what I consid- 
er their best interest, and more especially 
the farmers, the class to whom the gen- 
tleman from Newton referred when he 
said a majority of them knew nothing 
nor cared nothing about the constitution. 
I am fresh from the plow handles of my 
native county. I do not claim tnat I 
have the honor to be a fair specimen of 
the farmers of my county, for we have 
farmers there whoare mea of education 
and refinement, and who know as much 
about the constitution as the gentleman 
from Newton. I am here to- 
day to build my own polit- 
ical monument, or to aig my own 
political grave: and why do I say it Mr. 
Speaker? From this fact; if the people 
of the state of Georgia are permitied to 
govern themselves, then God grant that 
{ may live in the hearts of her aoble sons 
forever; but, if tyrants must rule then let 
ine die, practically, in defense of the 
people of the people’s right. 

The question before the house is this, 
shall the people govern themselves, or 
shall we dictate to and govern them? 
The gentleman from Quitman asked this 
peta and what gentleman on the 

oor was authorized by his constituents 
to favora convention? I state in my 
place that I am. The conyention was 
made anissue when I waselected. My 
principles were published in the papers 
und in handbills and scattered all over 
the county. I was square out in favor of 
a ‘‘constitutional convention,” and was 
elected on that issue by a handsome ma- 
jority. I stand on this floor to-day backed 
by cleven hundred and one voters, who 
are saying to you now that they are ia 
favor of a convention, and palsied be 
my right arm and silent my tongue if I 
fail to defend their rights. Now, I ask 
the gentleman from Quitman, the gen- 
tleman from Newton and the gentleman 
trom Fulton, if they or anyother gentle- 
man upon this floor are more fully au- 
thorized by their constituents to oppose 
a convention than I am by mine to favor 
it. Lam net influencea by the press nor 
by the . influence which is 
brought to bear upon this body, by the 
citizens in and around the city of Atlan- 
ta against che convention. I havein my 
possessiou now letters written by gentle-- 
men whom 4 have not the honor of 
knowing, asking me to du what I can to 
secure a convention and wishing me 
God speed. 

Mr. Speaker, is it not strange that my- 
self, or any other gentleman should be 
called upon to stand upon this floor and 
ask that the sacred rights which oe 
to the peopleto govern t ves 
be respect d ?

Gen- 
about our the servants of the pco- 
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deep and thorough tillage ot the soil, 
and thereby have brought forth results 
that have astonished many men that are 
considered good farmers, and many of 
them have predicted a failure of my crops 
because I departed from the old style and 
put in *‘too much book larning.”

Corn, root crops, &*., I 
can keep es clean of grass and weeds as 
a hcuse floor and have done so for ycars 
with horses, cultivators, &c., and can do 
more work in that manner in one day, 
than half a dozen negroes can in one 
wcek, and there is no part of farm opera 
tious or labor but what I can take hold 
of and perform myself. I always make it 
@ pointto improve and progress in any 
business or undertaking that I may be 
engaged in. About one year ago my 
neighbors and others eiected me to the 
above county oflice without any solicita- 
tions On my part, and when my ollice 
duties wil) permit I attend to and work 
my farm. 

Although a farmer I can keep any de- 
scription of book, railroa’, steamboat, 
bank, manufacturing, merchandise &c. 

Since the ‘‘onplcasantness” between 
the states has subsided I have been a 
close observer of everything pertaining 
tothe southern states with regard to the 
Climate, soil and the manner of its cul- 
tivation, crocs, fruit products, cattle 
and o-her stock, and have finaily came.to 
the conclusion that some where in the 
vicinity of the western part of Georgia 
or northern Aljabaima is the place for me, 
and 1 am extremely anxious to visil 
those sections at an early day, and if it 
would not be trespassing too much upon 
your t.me I would be pleased to know if 
there is any prospect of getting reduced 
rates of fare through Tennessee, Georgia 
and Alabame, shculdI locate in a de- 
sirable portion cf eiiher state I can in- 
fluence considerable im rigration of good 
sound farmers, working and energetic 
men that would be acredit to any state, 
(they are not of th2 fanatical order’, inen 
that mind their ows business un- 
less they can be of service to a neigh- 
bor or anything that will promote the 
interest Or improvement of their 
entire locality in the matter of roads, 
bridges, &c , and many other thir g: desir- 
able for a farming community. 

When I kept a dairy my folks made 
what is termed gilt edge butter, always 
firm and not o ly in the warmest weather, 
and commanded ten to fifteen cents per 
pound above the market price, and ro 
limit to the demand, never used ice in 
the manufactures of it: a good well was 
the best we could afford in our locality 
at the time for keeping cream and but- 
ter. 

Since being a resident of this place 
(3 years) I have cut out 514 miles of road 
and builtthree bridges, have grubbed the 
roads and kept all In 
good order for three years, at 
my own expense. Lam a believer in good 
roads for all seasons, and when it is nec- 
essary for me to make much use of any 
roads I keep them in fair condition if not 
otherwise provided for. 

The immigrants referred to,in the fore- 
going are early settlers of this state, we’l 
made up of muscle and energy and not 
tu be surpassed in intelligence by any 
O'herjstate. They have became dissatisfied 
with the Jong and extreme co!d winters, 
It takes everything a man produces to 
keep himself and family during the win- 
ter months, and the live stcck use up an 
enormous amount of bay feed, &c. This 
was the cause of me relinquishing the 
dairy buisincs3, can make mo:ey rapid'y 
in your Climate with a dairy. 

The pioneers of the west are the class 
that will make a farm bloom in your 
climate, these said western men would 
revolutionize or throw the negro labor 
in the back ground. 

Any information you can give me with 
reference to fare, &c., will be most thank- 
fully @ >preciate’. My family consists of 
nine persons. At this 6a. m. the ther- 
moneter indicated 20 degrees below zero, 
clear, very light wind from the west.

The Georgia Delegation to the Deme 


ocratic National Convention. 


Augusta Constitutionalist. 


Our contemporary, the Chronicle, is 
indignant, and justly so, anent the action 
of the democratic state conventiun at 
their recent session in Atlanta. Their 
whole proceedings, from beginning to 
end, were unauthorized. jn- the first 
place, they had no business to choose 
any person, either as member or alter- 
nate, to fill the vacancy in the national 
committee, but as, from their prceceed- 
ings, it is doubtful whether they at- 
tempted to choose or only recommend, 
we wil: give them the benefit of the 
doubt. Anyhow, the national commit- 
tee will settie that. But the coolness 
with which they have prepared the 
groove through which the party ma- 
chinery isto runin choosing delegates 
to the national convention is very re- 
freshing for sucha mild winter as this. 
It moves only in one direction, the em- 
braces of the state committee. If 
they could show any authority, either 
by direct grant from the party or by 
custom long continued or otherwise, 
they might be able to make some sort 
of acast, but as itis, their assurance is 
intolerable. 

There are different ways in different 
states of choosing delegates to the nation- 
al convention, each state adopting its 
own method. In New Hampshire the 
democratic members of the legislature 
have just chosen their ten~ delegates; 
that’s their way. In some of the other 
states, the delegates at large are chosen 
hy a state convention, and the district 
delegates by conventiors in each con- 
gressional district. If that rule prevail- 
ed in Georgia, the district conventions 
would be called by the democratic: Gis- 
trict committee in each district, at such 
time and place as they may see fit, the 
state committee having no power to call 
a district convention. 

But as we understand custom and pre- 
cedent in Georgia, all the delegates as 
well as those from the districts at large, 
and also all the presidential electors, are 
chosen by a state convention, Such a 
convention the democratic state com- 
mittee have a right, it is their duty, to 
call and to fix a time and place for its 
assmbling. This authority has been del- 

ted to them by the party; beyond 
is they have not the power, and ought 
not to haye-the inclination to go.

Ap- 
pearanccs to be muintained, inov.tatious 
accepte}, and no money for glover or 
Carriage hire, or new shocs—no possibi.- 
ity ot new dresses, orcven of freshening 
up the cld ones with pleatings, a little 
ribbon and flowers. Ob.iged to forego 
the pleasure of wearing even the pretiy 
evening dress, which was got late last 
winter, and stick to the horrid old black 
silk; or worse still, a venerable velvct, 
because pretty ligh? evening dresses re- 
qure pretty white shoes, and a general 
care aud delicacy in the details of the 
toilette which in tbe absence of funds 
it is impossible to bestow upon them. 

Millions of dollars and thousands of 
institutions are devoted to ameiioratirg 
the condition of the very poor, wi hout 
much apparent result, for the poor 
will always be ;oor, but 1 think if I 
were an Astor or a Rothschild or a 
Lady Burdett Coutts,§I should fock for 
the *‘respectable” poor, and at unexpcc- 
ted times drop’in upon them with the 
help which would liftthem out of their 
dark places. 

BALLS AND BALL TOILETTES, 

A ball is really, (in a large cily) a very 
important matter to all concerned,especi- 
ally the great chirity balls, which 
are the only pudlicones it is considered 
proper to attend. 

The cost of the great ‘‘charity” ba)l 
(given for the benefit of the Nursery and 
Childs’ hospiial,) to some persons would 
support a poor family for a year. 

In the first place a hundred dolars is 
paid for a box, thenaew t>ilettes are 
ordered from Worth’s, and hot house 
flowers for every member of the party, 
yet the items so important to less wealthy 
people, in such a case as this, are all left 
out; that is to say, the carriage, the hair 
dressing, and other minor matters, which 
seem so insignificant, but which in the 
aggregate, and especially, if often re- 
peated, cost no trifling sum. It is a seri- 
ous aflair to ayoung gentleman, who 
upon a@ salary of fifteen hundred do!lars 
per year lives (in an attic itis true)in a 
fashionab'e boarding house, ona fash- 
ionable avenue, keeps himself in irre- 
proachable collars and neckties, boots 
and gloves, and has to wear his dress- 
coat nearly every evening. The agonies 
that those poor. fellows _ suffer 
no tongue cantell, and it i3 safe to say 
that at least half the usual calling upon 
young ladies hus been given up during 
the present winter in consc quence of fe- 
cuniary Inability to meet the require- 
ments of escort to ball, or party. If 
giris were willing to accept the situation 
they would have much better times, but 
no, they must all betreated alike, one 
must have every thing that another has, 
the carriage, the Louquet, the supper, 
involving the expenditure of neariv a 
week's salary, andjso, though many are 
willing to be called, but few are chosen. 


BALL TOILETTES, 


The senseless fashion and habits of 
the majority of American people are no- 
where more plainly exemplified than in 
a ballroom. The girls are all dressed 
like married women. There is none of 
that distinctiveness which characterizes 
the costumes of the better classes in 
France, or that fice and cultivated taste 
which renders simplicity in a young girl 
obligatory. ‘Their trains are as long, 
they wear as rich fabrics, and as_ costly 
jewels as their mammas,and they require 
tor the proper arrangement of their dra- 
pery, fingers as practical as those which 
place in artistic position, the attire of a 
princess. Combinations of heavy 
silk, with satin, decora 
tion of point lace and diamond 
are not uncommon inthe attire of quite 
young girls, and of course these rende 
necessary a thousand otherextravagances; 
If young unmarried women wore shorter, 
simpler dresses, if they were less exigent 
in the matter of carriages,and otlser costly 
accessories; if in short, witbithe passion of 
which they make a pretence for the old 
styles,they would for a time at least,take 
up the old habits, they would find their 
opportunities for enjoyment greatly in- 
creased, as wellas their chances in the 
matrimonial market, 


COMBINATION EVENING DRESSES. 


A very serious mistake is often made 
by perzonsin combining several shadcs 
ot one color in evening dresses,esp-cially 
in ball dresses. While very beautiful if 
well designed, and excellent for day 
wear, they are rarely effective by gas- 
light. fhe reason is that the different 
shades do not light up equally well, and 
the result is either a preponderance of 
one, or the death of the whole. This is 
particularly the case with blues and 
greys, the colors generally selected for 
combinations. The result is so marked 
this season that a ball room is enough to 
send a shiver through an imaginative per- 
son, Instead of an assemblage of gay 
contrasts and striking colors, looking 
like a parterre of flowers, the general ef- 
fect of the different shades of grey, 
the watery greens, and pale blues, 
has been ghuastiy if not ghostly, apy- 
thing, indeed, but enlivening.

WALKING COSTUMES,

capote bonnet of navy blue velvet, trim- 
med with the lighter shades in silk and 
cream colored cashmere lace. Another 
dress for visiting was of invisible green 
silk and velvet, the latter used as sleeves, 
as alternate flounces, as lining for the 
heading of the shirred sides, and as vest 
pockets :nd mountings fur the cuirasse 
basque.

Quite a change has taken place in the 
making and trimming of street drcsses, 
and this will be more visible as spring 
approaches. 

The fine knife platings, which are so 
pretty aud have been so greatly ip vogue, 
are falling ioto disuse, and = shicred 
flounces, especially for cashmeres, are 
taking their place. Dresses are made in 
two parts, trimmed skirt, and basque— 
no ove,skirt. ‘The skirt is puffed across 
the front, shirred at the sides, and ar- 
ranged in two povfsat the back, which 
fallone below apother. The flounces 
arvund the bottom consist of two gradu- 
ated in depth, and shirred near the top, 
which is lined with silk and forms a 
ruffled heading. The edges may be 
hemmed up or bound with silk, or, if 
the body part 19 of silk, with velvet. 
Small capes, matt Jete3, and pelerines 
will be used to finish these costumes. 
The sudden declioe in knife pleating’is 
probably to be attributed to the fact that 
it is now quickly and cheaply made by 
machinery, instead of, as tormeriy, by 
hand and in consequence has become ex- 
ceedingly common. It is true there is as 
much difference between pleating well 
made by hand, and pleating made by 
machine, as between India shawls and 
the French imitation; still it has taken 
away the desirabiiity of pleating as a 
trimming for all exclusive and particu- 
larly refined women. Siéirts are very 
narrow, 20d the trains small. The gored 
lin‘ng upon which the outside is mount- 
ed, consists only of front and back 
breadth, and gores, one on each side. 
The white cambric skirt is made to fit 
uuder this as closely as possivle. 

Materials of all kinds were never so 
cheap as now, many of them must be 
sold much under the cost of production. 

Prints and colored cambrics have made 
their appearance inthe white lace and 
embroidery patterns, which obtained 
such a vogue last season. The grounds 
are black, navy blue, and olive gr en, 
and brown; but they are so covered that 
it is difficult to distinguished them.

The family who Lave been thus severely 
stricken is that of Mr. W. H. Brockston.

In front of Mr. Brockston’s residence,and 
only separated from it by Alexander street, 
isan old brick yard owned now by Mr. Bud 
Elyea. This psoperty is ofeome size, ex- 
tending in one direction across the entire 
block to the rext street and almost an equal 
distance in the other direction. Int .e mid- 
dle of the brick yard there is acut of con- 
siderable extent caused by removing the 
earth for the purpose of manufacturing 
br'ck, and near the center of the cut is a 
well between 

TWENTY-FIVEAND THIRTY FEET DEEr 
This well is filled to the level of the ground 
with dirty, clayish water. The mouth has 
been worn larger, probably by the action of 
the water through a great length of time, 
until now it presentsthe sppealnce cfa 
circular pond some ten or twelve feet in di- 
ameter. Toa passer by this sheet of water 
looks like an ordin -ry mud 
puddle a toot or two deep, 
and unless so informed no one would have 
the slightest idea that there Was a well in 
theceuter thirty feet deep, The brickyard 
hasnot been in operation for a long time, 
and there this man trap bas been peimittea 
to remaip without a feuace or any protection 
whatever There isa path running through 
the brick yard snd coming out bear Mr. 
Brockston’s residence. ‘Lhis path is very 
near the edge of the well. Toe children io 
returning home probably abandoned the 
street and took ashort cut along this path. 
After getting dow. into the cut the childrea 
began playing tossing small rocks at each 
other, and otherwise amuseing themselves 
as they passed along. Io the midst of their 
frolie 'it.le Eddie, in *tt-mpting to run 
backwards; forgo: for the instant ihe loca 
tion of the well, and 

SUDDENLY PLUNGED IN, 

He disappeared instantly frum view, end 
the Williams child, almost frightened to 
death, rushed homewards. This occurred 
about half past twelve o’clock. Mrs, Wil- 
liams had told her son not to go near this 
pond,and had threatened to punish himifhe 
did. Between his fear of punishment, and 
his horror at what bad occurred, the little 
fellow did not say anythiog of the accident 
upon first reaching home, and thus seyeral 
most valuable moments were lost. Bat it 
was no lovg before Mr. and Mrs. Brock- 7} 
ston found vut that their child was in the 
well.

TUEY WERE TOO LATE. 


Before they reached the well little Eddie 
had ceased his struggies and was a corpse. 
Even as the father arrived on the edge, he 
saw his son’s life'ess remains floating near 
the surface. He quickly took them out,aad 
they were tenderly carried home, the poor 
mother ina frenzy of grief thatcan be be:- 
fer imagined than @Cescribed. It is sup- 
posed that Ecdie in his struggles to get out, 
was carried into the well proper, and thus 
drowned. The eceneof the catastrophe 
wes scarcely two hundred yards distant 
irom the front of the house, and the child 
actually drowned within sight of his home 
Every effort was made to resuscitate him 
but in yain, d#dthe parents were finally 
compelled to give upall bope. The mat- 
ter cre,ted a profound imp ession through- 
out the neighborhood, and the scene of the 
tragedy was visited bycrowds of people. 
Eddie’s Sunday school card and books were 
found floating near where the body was 
recovered. The family:eceived every at- 
tention from theirfriendsin their sad be- 
reavement, but with their sympathy the 
people could not help mixing in a c:n- 
siderable amount of indignation against a 
city council who would permit such a trap 
to remain unprotected and unfilled, 


THE FUNERAL, 


Tbe funeral took place yesterday after- 
noon at 6o’clock f.om the third Baptist 
church. It wasattended by the Sabbath 
echoo!, anda lirge concourse of friends and 
neighbors, and the procession was impos- 
ing. 

Yesterday afternoon a repres‘ntative 
of the CONSTITUTION visited the 
place of the drowning.
